An American contemporarv says : — 
“ The following trick has Rffoided us so 
much jileasiire that we cannot rc.sist the 
temptation to give it to our leadeias, that 
they, too, may be able to enjoy a good 
thing.

Take a sheet of 
common note-paper live inches wide and 
eight inches long, or as near those di- 
iiiensions as can bo obtained, write your 
full name and post-office address upon it in 
large plain letters somewhere near the mid- 
dle of the page ; then lay a clean one-dol- 
lar green-back upon tlie sheet of paper, and 
carefully fold it twice widthwise of the 
paper, then place it in a common envelope, 
and seal it securely j stick a three cent 
portr-iit of the father of his country upon 
the right hand corner, and write across 
the face of the envelope the addre.ss of this 
journal, and drop the whole thing into the 
post-oflice. The fun of the thing is, that 
evei-y month for a whole year you will get 
II copy of a newspaper that will tell you 
what kinds of oils yon ought to buy ; what 
prices you ought to pay for them ; how to 
tell whether they are good or not ; where 
tljey are made, and how they are made; 
anil a thousand other things you ought to 
know. Ti'y it, and see if it don’t come 
out just so.” 

Tlicrc .seems to be an enconiriging pros" 
pect that hy the time the construction of 
the overland telegraph is completed it will 
have to be done over again. A danger 
wliieh lias before been casually alluded to 
has, upon further c.xperience. giown to ap- 
pear more serious than was at first thought. 
The danger is from the voracity of wiiite 
ants. Tliese pests of all tropical climates 
seem to exist in great force in North Aus- 
■tralia. A writer to the iSoulh Australian 
I ItejlsUr describes their ravages in a very 
1 gr.iphic manner. It appears tluit they de- 
vour the growing trees, and sometimes eat 
: nfl' the living boughs. The rapidity with 
I wliicli they consume even well dried limber 
: is astonishing : put into a roof to-day, ere a 
! week line powdery dust is seen to fall from 
; it as the iniiinte agents of destruction are at 
woi-k. Wooden buildings must lie renewed 
every tlirce or four years at the farthest. 
But this interesting insect appears to have 
an especial down on tlie telegrajili poles. 
Alaiiy of them' are scooped out and honey- 
eoiiibed, and now stand iiieio shells, wait- 
ing for the first strong wind to blow them 
over. The iiisuhition pins .ire coated with 
a lum-eoiiduetiiig varnish, but it makes no 
dill'erence ; they :uo riddled ami eaten up 
bodily by the ants. They have not yet 
taken to eat the wire, but it sueims likely 
th.it very soon there will bo nolliing left 
but the wire. It appears that before long 
it will be found needful to rc-coustiuct tha 
lino witli iron posts through the territory 
thus infested. 

A Russian printer has Invented a fyjie- 
Sitting macliine, which, the St. Petersburg 
papei-s assert, far surpasses all similar nut- 
ehincs that have hilherto been produced. 
It sets in an hour thirty thons-and letters ; 
it costs five thousand roubles, and one 
thousand letters sot thereby cost only live 
cents. 

The L'llteton Times says “there is one 
very good and strong reason xvhy the Bill 
now before the Assembly legalising mar- 
riage will] a deceased wife’s sister should 
pass into law. A similar law is actually- 
iu opeiMtiiui, or shortly will ho — for, con- 
trary to expcetatioii, it was sanctioned hy 
till' Imperial autlii.u'ities — iu South Aus- 
ir.dia, .iiiil if any man in New Zealand or 
ihe Australian Colonies xvishes to niarrv his 
deceased wife’s sister, it is siiojilv a question 
if pounds, shillings, and pence.” — The 
Wellinglon Post, growing humnurous on 
the same suhject, says : — “ There ia one 
argument in favour of tlie quc.stion, which 
has been overlooked. It gives men an o]>- 
portunity of having only one. mother in-huv 
— an obvious advanligc — and had that, 
view been pressed upon the House it might 
have faeiliiatci! the jias.-,ing of the measure 
through Comruittee.” 

Air O’Neill has re-introduced his very 
useful me isure for regulating the (ilans ot 
tiwns, and it has already passed its second 
reading in the Lower nonse, with eveuv 
(irospect of becniniiig law this ses.sion.

Uses of Ammonia. 

f Providtnre Journal. ) 

Ammonia, or as it is, generally called, 
spirits of hartshorn, is a powerful alkali, and 
dissolves grease and dirt with great ease. It 
has been recommended verj’ highly for do- 
mestic purposes. For washing paint, put a 
teaspoonful in a quart of moderately hot 
water, dip in a flannel cloth, and tlien wipe 
oft' the woodwork ; no scrubbing will be ne- 
cessary. For taking grease spots from any 
fabric, use the ammonia nearly pure, tben lay 
wliite blotting paper over the spot and iron 
it lightly. In washing lace, put about twelve 
drops in a pint of warm suds. To clean sil- 
ver, mix two teaspoonfnls of ammonia m a 
quart of hot suds. Put in your silverware 
and wash, using an old nail- brush or tooth- 
brush for the pui’iiose. For cleaning hair- 
brushes, Ac,, simply shake the brushes up 
and down in a mi.xttu-e of a tableapoonful of 
ammonia to one pint of hot water ; when, 
they are cleansed rinse them in cold water, 
and stand them in tho wind or in a hot place 
to dry. For washing liiiger-mai’ks from look 
ing-glasses or windows, put a few drops of 
ammonia on a moist rag and make quick 
work of it. It you wish your house plants to 
flourish put a few drops of the spirits in every 
pint of water used in watering. A teaspoon- 
fiil will add niueli to the refreshing efiects of 
t'.ie bath. Nothing is better than ammonia 
w.itor for cleansing tho hair. In every case 
rinse off the ammonia with clear water. To 
wiiicli we would rmly add, that, for removing 
grease spots, a mi.xtnve of equal iiarts of am- 
monia and alcohol, Is better than alcohol 
a’.one, and for taking out tho red stains pro- 
duced by the strong acids in blue and black 
clothes, there is nothing better than ammonia.
